WAR QUESTION. 


Zanosvillc, Ohio, Aug. 29.—The in- 


teiest of the democratic state conven- 
tion crowds today was centered large- 
ly in the selection of the state cen- 
tral committee. The committee will 
hold over the presidential year and 
the contest for control of the party 
machinery was a warm one. 


In the fight for the nomination for 


governor, the forces of John R. Mc- 
Lean and Col. James Kilbourne were 
energetic and enthusiastic, although 
the general sentiment among outsid- 
ers seemed to be today that McLean's 
victory was a foregone conclusion. 


Some diffeiences of opinion as to 


the platform have developed. Some 
of the delegates declare they are will- 
ing to have a strong declaration 
against McKinley and imperialism, 
but they protest against any declar- 
ation against the war in the Philip- 
pines. 


There is no opposition to a declar- 


ation against "Hanna and Bossism" 
or the usual issues. The Chicago 
platform will be reaffirmed with a 
strong endorsement of Bryan. 
The 


delegates during the forenoon were 
engaged at the different meetings in 
hot contests for the members of the 
state central committee and other 
committees, especially the committee 
on credentials. 


There is an unusual fight for the 


committee on permanent organiza- 
tion as the anti-McLean men object- 
ed to the McLean slate, which in- 
cludes Congressman J. A. Norton, of 
Tiffin, for permanent chairman and 
Hon. Thomas J. Cogan, of Cincin- 
nati, for secretary.

CHASED WITH A SHOT GUN. 


ISOM IRELAND THREATENED TO 


KILL W. H. ROBERTS. 


The Denizens of Woodburu Had a 


Real Scare Monday—Affi- 


davit Is Filed. 


William H. Roberts and Commo- 


dore Hickman, of Woodburn, came to 
the city today and the former filed 
an affidavit in 'Squire France's court 
charging one Isom Ireland with as- 
sault with intent to kill. 
The affi- 


davit alleged that on August 28, 
Monday, Ireland attempted to kill 
Roberts. 


The defendant, it is told, loaded a 


double-barrelled shot gun and start- 
ed for Roberts, against whom he had 
some grudge. He went to Roberts' 
home, but the latter wasn't ready to 
die and hied himself away. Ireland 
Went after him and in a chase of four 
miles failed to catch his man. Rob- 
erts took a roundabout way and 
reached his home and it wasn't long 
until Ireland again put in an ap- 
pearance and called for 
Roberts. 


Commodore Hickman responded to 
the call and knocked Ireland down. 
He took the loaded gun away from 
him and there was relief among the 
citizens of Woodburn, who had an- 
ticipated murder. The women in the 
neighborhood were frightened 
and 


Mrs. Archer was in a precarious con- 
dition for a time. Ireland is a mar- 
ried man and is suspected of not 
being overly intelligent. 


'Squire France issued 
warrants 


which were turned over to Sherifl 
Melching, who sent Deputy Sheriff 
Whitney to Woodburn to make the 
wrest It is feared that Ireland may 


have heard of his proposed 
arrest 


and skipped over the line into Ohio. 
Mr. Whitney went to Woodburn on 
the 11:45 Wabash train. 


STEPPED ON A NAIL. 


Jessie, the little daughter of Mr.

avenue, met with a most painful ac- 
cident Monday afternoon.

line this morning 
called

Scherer's attention to an article in 
the Journal-Gazette in which he was 
accused by inuendo of 
accepting 


money from the gamblers. 
He was 


unwilling to stand under these aspei- 
sicns and the mayor also said that 
gambling must stop. 
Superintend- 


mt Gorsline immediately sent word 
to all the suspected places that they 
must close up and threatened to take 
possession of and have destroyed any 
gambling 
paraphenalia 
found in 


;he places hereafter, whether in use 
or not. 


To a Sentinel reporter Superintend- 


ent Gorsline said that this order 
•went" and if any gambler did not 
believe it he would soon be disabused 
of his disbelief if an attempt was 
made to continue the operation of 
gaming tables and roulette wheels. 


Along with the order to stop gam- 


bling went another that the 
11 


o'clock and 
Sunday closing laws 


would be enfoiced. 
"You can say," 


said Superintendent Gorsline, "that 
all saloons must remain closed dur- 
ng prohibition hours. At 11 o'clocK 
patrons of the places must leave and 
after a reasonable time to get them 
out the doors will close or a prosecu- 
tion will be certain to follow. 
The 


police will be expected to report any 
failure to obey the closing laws and 
the policeman who overlooks a sa- 
oon 
will 
hear 
something 
from 


;he mayor and board of safety." 


Mayor Scherer did not have any- 


;hing to say about the order. He 
jave the order and just as The Sen- 
inel has contended all along, it had 
only to be given in good faith and 
the gambling dens will close. One 
man who takes pleasure in dallying 
with the festive tiger told The Sen- 
tinel reporter that it was "all off" 
and he would have to go to some 
other town or reform. He will prob- 
ably reform.

COLONEL CORDIER TELLS THE 


TRUTH AT RENNES. 


FACTS SPICED WITH HUMOR 


WAS ONCE CONVINCED OF THE 


PRISONER'S GUILT. 


NOW THINKS HIM INNOCENT 


IMPORTANT LIGHT ON DOINGS 


OF THE WAR OFFICE. 


Rennes, Aug. 29.—General 
Mer- 


cier, the toimer minister of war, and 
most of the other generals interested 
in the case were present in the hall 
of the Lycee this moiiiing when the 
second session of the fourth week 
of the second trial by court martial 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, of the ar- 
tilleiy, charged with treason, was 
opened. 
There was no special inci- 


dent. 


Colonel Cordier, deputy chief of the 


intelligence department under 
the 


late Lieutenant Colonel Henry, and 


who, 
since his pieviouii appearance 


in court, had been leleased by the 
minister o£ war, General De Marquis 
de Gallifet, from his oath of profes- 
sional secrecy, was the first witness 
called today. 


He testified to the effect that the 


late Colonel Sandherr, and not Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Henry, received the 
famous boidereau. 


The witness deposed strongly in 


favor of Dreyfus and was most amus- 
ing in delivering his testimony. 


He kept the court and even the 


judges in roars of laughter by his 
comical manner and mimicisms. 


CONVINCED OF INNOCENCE. 
He is a short, stout man, with a 


[oily face and a very red nose. 


Tile Colonel declared that his be- 


lief in the guilt of Dreyfus was first 
shaken when the date of the bor- 
dereau was given as May. The wit- 
ness declared stoutly that he was 
now convinced Dreyfus was 
inno- 


cent. 


Colonel Cordier then 
spoke 
up 


strongly for Colonel Picquart as a 
onscientious soldier and an honor- 
able man and threw light upon the 
situation which existed in the offices 
of the intelligence department of the 
office. He explained that Henry was 
jealous of Picquart because the lat- 
ter was given charge of the statisti- 
cal station, which Henry had hoped 
to get for himself. Cordier expressed 
the belief that it was because of Pic- 
quart that Henry 
committed 
his 


forgery. 


THE DAY'S DETAILS. 


Following are the proceedings in 


detail: 


The appeal ance of Colonel Cordier 


aroused 
great 
interest. 
Speak- 


ing in firm, audible tones, the colo- 
nel testified that September 23, 1894, 


left Paris on a fortnight's leave 


of absence and that nothing was then 
known in the statistical department 
of the war office of the discovery of 
treason. 


Continuing, Colonel Cordier said 


that the day after he returned to 
Paris Colonel Sandherr, who appear- 
ed greatly distressed, handed him a 
copy of the bordereau on foolscap pa- 
per. 
Sandherr and Cordier animat- 


edly dicussed the bordereau, Sand- 
tierr considering it ample evidence 
of treason. The document was pho- 
tographed and an inevstigation was 
opened, 
resulting 
in 
suspicion 


against Dreyfus being aroused. Prior 
to this there was no presumption of 
Dieyfus' guilt. It was October 8th 
that the suspicions of the prisoner's 
guilt became definite. 


Witness said he believed the bord- 


ereau arrived at the war office after 
September 24th. He could'not say 
who received it. 
Very few officers 


were then aware that treason had 
been committed. Witness thought 
it neccessary to enter into these par- 
ticulars in reply to the statements 
of his assistant, Major Lauth, before 
the court of cassation. 


MAJOR LAUTH BREAKS IN. 
At this point Major Lauth, rising 


in the center of the court, exclaimed: 


"I beg leave to speak, my colonel." 
Proceeding with his testimony Col- 


onel Cordier said he believed the 
bordereau was handed to Colonel 
Sandherr by Colonel Henry. Cordier 
then explained what was the "ordi- 
nary channel" by which information 
reached the war office. 


The "ordinary channel," the witness 


said, "was a very clever spy attached 
to the intelligence department who 
had the habit of visiting great 
houses, but who preferred the com- 
pany of servants to the company of 
their masters." 


Cordier then described the method 


of piecing documents and showed 
how the bordereau was pasted togeth 


"*• .- 


er by Henry, who was usually in 
trusted with such work. 


THE PASSION FOR PIECING. 
The witness said piecing docu- 


ments possessed fascination for the 
men who were engaged upon such 
work, "like the passion of fortune- 
telling by cards." 


"Men 
wlitt have once pieced paper," 


said the witness, amidst laughter, 
"will always continue to do so." 


Referring to the spy who has been 


dubbed as the "oidiuary channel." 
Colonel Cordier Saul the former did 
not directly receive the documents 
from the embassy fiom which they 
were abstracted. 
A woman, he ex- 


plained, served ns an intermediary 


and, 
the "original channel" having 


been closed, it was found ueccessaiy 
to negotiate directly with the inter- 
media! y, otherwise tlie woman, with 
whom rendezvous weie usually made 
in churches. 


But, 
as the "oidinary channel's" 


services were still available else- 
where his pay was contiued. Pos- 
sibly, continued the witness, the spy 
endeavored to renew his relations 
with the embassy. 


Such was the situation at the mo- 


ment of the reception of the bord- 
ereau. 


LEAKAGE AT BOURGES. 


Dealing with the leakage discov- 


ered by the military authorities, Col- 
onel Cordier said he ascertained it 
was occuring at Bourges. 


Witness recalled the fact that an 


artificer named Thomas was sen- 
tenced for treason in 1894. The for 
eign correspondents of Thomas did 
not notice his airest and, conse- 
quently, a letter addressed to him 
was intercepted and a reply was sent. 
This letter asked for plans of a shell. 
The headquarters staff obtained the 
plans and sent them to Thomas' cor- 
respondents. 
The latter 
replied, 


thanking Thomas, and enclosing 
bank notes which weie credited to th= 
funds of the headquaiters staff. 


Whatever has been said to the con- 


trary, witness maintained that the 
eakage at Bourges could not be as- 
cribed to Dreyfus. 
This also was 


the opinion of Colonel Sandherr, who 
fiequently had recourse, to the wit- 
ness' intimate knowledge, of this 
question in the futile efforts to dis- 
cover evidence against Dreyfus. 


DESCRIBES LEAKAGE. 


Cordier, whose evidence greatly in- 


terested his hearers, described the 
various leakages. 
He especially re- 


ferred to a very serious case desig- 
nated as "leakage of St. Thomas 
Aquinas," in which a clerk of the 
ihurch of St. Thomas Aquinas, Paris, 
was mixed up in espionage and n 
serious leakage in the ministry of 
marines. 
The witness recalled how 


nformation of the leakage of 1894 
was received primarily. 
The name 


mentioned was that of a gentleman, 
forty-five years of age and decorated, 
who used to convey documents to the 
embassy, which the witness de- 
scribed as a house with a large gar- 
den. 


Colonel Cordier emphasized the fact 


that the above personal description 
did not bear the slightest resemb- 
ance to Dreyfus, 
but 
resembled 


much more closely another 
officei 


whose name had been mentioned, and 
who could no longer be prosecuted 01 
convicted. 


The witness then referred to the 


spy Guenee's denunciations, to the 
effect that officers of the headquarters 
staff were guilty of treachery, but 
he colonel explained that it was very 
difficult to accept Guenee's statement 
as gospel. 


Witness regretted Guenee's death, 


as, he said, the court would have 
been edified by his testimony in re- 
jaid to the manner in which many 
things were fabricated. 


RECRUITING GERMAN SPIES. 
Referring next to what he styled 


the "huge undertaking of Richard 
Cuers, Lajou and company," the colo- 
nel declared the object was nothing 
less than recruiting German spies for 
ihe service of the French govern- 
ment. 
He said 
the 
organization 


would have been of the greatest util- 
ity in the event of war, and said re- 
grets were frequent during the last 
war in regard to the lack of spies. 
Cuers, he pointed out, spoke French 
admirably and, therefore, it could 
not be maintained that only German 
could be spoken at the interviews at 
Basle between Cuers, 
Henry 
and 


Lauth. 


One of Cuers' special servicee, con- 


tinued the witness, was furnishing 
Germany with false information. 
He, therefore, was sometimes obliged 
to say he had succeeded in suborning 
a French officer and in this way Cuers 
was induced to declare he had ob- 
tained the collaboration of an officer 
of the headquarters staff. Proof of 
this could be found at headquarters 
in the dossier of false documents de- 
livered to Germany.

POST MORTEM INQUEST HELD 


CORONER 
FINDS . INDICATION 


OF POISON. 


Harvey S. Banks, a well known and 


highly respected young man of this 
city, was found dead in 
bed this 


morning at the home of his grand- 
father, Crede T. Banks, 219 Weat 
Washington street.

The funeral arrangements have not 


yet been completed, but the remains 
will be taken to South Whitley for 
ntenment beside those of his father.

PASSENGER TRAIN SHED. 


At almost all of the railroad ter- 


minals in the large towns, passenger 
trains enter and leave the station by 
train 
sheds—roofed 
and 
inclosed. 


For a number of years the tendency 
has been to make these train shed 
roofs in single spans, the result be- 
ing arches of colossal dimension:-, nnd 
of corresponding colossal cost. 
Ob- 


viously the same purpose could be 
accomplished by carrying the roofs 


on trusses of short span supported 
by pillar?, snys the Railroad Gazette. 
Such roofs, however, would not bo so 
beautiful nnd would not have the 
same advertising value. 


It has often seemed in 
recent 


years 1bat these great train sheds 
have been carried, in this country 
and abroad, to the point of extrava- 
gance in first cost and in inaintt 
nance. 
Obviously they are expen- 


sive to begin with, but many admin- 
istrators of railroads have discovered 
that the maintenance is even a more 
serious matter than the first cost. 
The engine gases corrode the metal 
work so fast that the life is short, 
even when the trusses are carefully 
watched and scraped and painted; 
nnd the maintenance is a very heavy 
charge. Is it all worth while?

TRUTH AT RENNES. 


FACTS SPICED WITH HUMOR 


WAS ONCE CONVINCED OF THE 


PRISONER'S GUILT. 


NOW THINKS HIM INNOCENT 


IMPORTANT LIGHT ON DOINGS 


OF THE WAR OFFICE. 


Remies, Aug. 29.—General 
Mer- 


cier, the former minister of war, and 
most of the other generals interested 
in the cuse were present in the liall 
of the Lycee this morning when the 
second session of the fourth week 
of the second trial by court martial 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, of the ar- 
tillery, charged with treason, was 
opened. 
There was no special inci- 


dent. 


Colonel Cordier, deputy chief of the 


intelligence department under 
the 


late Lieutenant Colonel Henry, and 
who, 
siuce his previous appearance 


in court, had been released by the 
minister of Avar, General De Marquis 
de Gallifet, from his oath of profes- 
sional secrecy, was the first witness 
called today. 


He testified to the effect that the 


fate Colonel Saudherr, and not Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Henry, received the 
famous bordereau. 


The witness deposed strongly in 


'avor of Dreyfus and was most amus- 
ng in delivering his testimony. 
He kept the court and even the 


judges in roars of laughter by his 
comical manner and mimicisms. 


CONVINCED OF INNOCENCE. 
He is a short, stout man, with a 
oily face and a very red nose. 
Tile Colonel declared that his be- 


ief in the guilt of Dreyfus was first 
shaken when the date of the bor- 
lereau was given as May. The wit- 
ness declared stoutly that he was 
now convinced Dreyfus was 
inno- 


cent. 


Colonel Cordier then 
spoke 
up 


strongly for Colonel Picquart as a 
conscientious soldier and an honor- 
able man and threw light upon the 
ituation which existed in the offices 
if the intelligence department of the 
ifflcc. He explained that Henry was 
ealous of Picquart because the lat- 
er was given charge of the statisti- 
al station, which Henry had hoped 
o get for himself. Cordier expressed 
he belief that it was because of Pic- 
quart that Henry 
committed his 


orgery. 


THE DAY'S DETAILS.

MAJOR LAUTH BREAKS IN. 
At this point Major Lauth, rising 


11 the center of the court, exclaimed: 
"I beg leave to speak, my colonel." 
Proceeding with his testimony Col- 


onel Cordier said he believed the 
jordereau was handed to Colonel 
iandherr by Colonel Henry. Cordier 
then explained what was the "ordi- 
nary channel" by which information 
reached the war office. 


The "ordinary channel,"the witness 


said, "was a very clover spy attached 
:o the intelligence department who 
had the habit 
of visiting great 


louses, but who preferred the com- 
Dnny of servants to the company of 
their masters," 


Cordier then described the method 


of piecing documents and showed 
liow the bordereau was pasted togeth- 


ev by Henry, who was usually In 
trusted with such work. 


THE PASSION FOR PIECING. 
The witness 
snid piecing docu 


raeiits possessed fascination for tin 
men who were engaged upon sucl 
work, "like the passion of fortune' 
telling by cards." 


"Men. wlio have once pieced paper,' 


said the witness, amidst laughter 


will always continue to do so.' 
Referring to the spy who has been 


dubbed as the ''ordinary channel,' 
Colonel Cordier snid the former did 
not directly receive the documents 
from the embassy from which they 
were abstracted. A woman, lie ex- 
plained, served as an intermediary 
and, the "original channel" having 
been, closed, it was found neccessary 
to negotiate directly with the inter- 
mediary, otherwise the woman, with 


lioin rendezvous were usually made 


in churches. 


But, as yie "ordinary channel's' 
rvices were still available else- 


where his pay was contiued. 
Pos- 


sibly, continued the witness, the spy 
endeavored to renew his relations 
with the embassy. 


Such was the situation at the mo- 


ment of the reception of the bord- 
ereau. 


LEAKAGE AT EOURGES. 


Dealing with the leakage discov- 


ered by the military authorities, Col- 
onel Cordier said he ascertained it 
was occuring at Bourges. 


Witness recalled the fact that an 


irtiflcer named Thomas was 
sen- 


:enced for treason in 1894. The for- 
eign correspondents of Thomas did 
lot notice his arrest and, conse- 
quently, a letter addressed to him 
was intercepted and a reply was sent 
This letter asked for plans of a shell. 
The headquarters staff obtained the 
plans and sent them to Thomas' cor- 
•espondents. 
The latter 
replied, 


hanking Thomas, and enclosing 
bank notes which were credited to ths 
unds of the headquarters staff. 
Whatever hns been said to the con- 
rary, witness maintained that the 
oakage at Bourges could not be as- 
ribcd to Dreyfus. 
This also was 


ho opinion of Colonel Sandherr, who 
requently had recourse, to the wlt- 
iess' intimate knowledge, of this 
question in the futile efforts to dis- 
over evidence against Dreyfus. 


DESCRIBES LEAKAGE. 


Cordier, whose evidence greatly In- 
erested his hearers, described the 
various leakages. 
He especially re- 


erred to a very serious case desig- 
iated as "leakage of St. Thomas 
Aquinas," in which a clerk of the 
hurch of St. Thomas Aquinas, Paris, 
was mixed up in espionage and a 
erious leakage In the ministry of 
marines.

The gen- 
eral's remarks were of small import- 
ance, the most interesting being his 
repetition of Colonel Sandherr's opin- 
ion of Mathieu Dreyfus, when the 
prisoner's brother went to see the 
colonel to ask for justice in behalf 
of Captain Dreyfus. 


Mercier admitted Sandherr said: 


"Mathieu Dreyfus impressed me as 
an honest man who was prepared to 
make any sacrifice to save his broth- 
er." 


M. De Freycinet, the former min- 


ister of war, former minister of for- 
eign affairs and premier, followed 
Colonel Cordier un the witness stand. 


The court room was packed to it= 


utmost capacity as the distinguished 
French statesman began his deposi- 
tion. 


It wns evident the public was anx- 


ious to see the former minister at Uie 
witness bar. He is a venerable look- 
ing man with scanty, snow white 
hair and mustache, and was dressed 
in a blue serge suit. He wore a lit- 
tle black bow for a necktie and gave 
hi stestimony seated and in a low 
voice. 


THE DBEYFUS FUND. 


This witness was expected to speak 


about the thirty-five million francs 
supposed to have been contributed 
abroad, mainly in England and Ger- 
many, to the Dreyfusiaii war chest. 


M. De Freycinet began by express- 


ing the pain which he experienced 
at the troubles his country was un- 
dergoing. Later, he said he reinem- 
beed a conversation with General 
Jamoiit, at which there was a re- 
ferrence 
to 
money coining 
from 


abroad in support of the 
Dreyfvs 


agitation, "which, while disinterest- 
ed i n France, 
might not 
be so 


abroad." 


M. De Freycinet, however, did not 


remember the details of the conver- 
sation nor could he say if any spe- 
cific amount wns mentioned. 


M. De Freycinet then alluded to his 


fears that "attacks 011 the chiefs oE 
the army might be prejudical to dis- 
cipline," adding, "might not those 
attacks lead to the disappearance of 
discipline, and what then would be 
the result if we found ourselves in 
difficulties with a foreign country?" 


A PATRIOTIC SPEECH. 


In short, M. De Freycinet deliver- 


ed a patriotic speech, rather than n 
deposition, 
concluding 
with 
the 


words:

Jouaust, declined to put lo the wit- 
ness some questions from Maitre La- 
bori, leading counsel for the defence, 
on the ground that they had no di- 
rect bearing on the case. 


One of these questions referred to 
M. De Freycinet's personal opinion 


of M. Schcurer-Kestner, the former 
vice president of the senate, who haw 
interested himself strongly in behalf 
of Dreyfus. 
Although the colonel 


refused to.jmt the question, th wit- 
ness replied tfcat M. Scheurer-Kest- 
ner was his friend and that he had a 
high opinion of his character. 


M. De Freycinet wns then conduct- 


ed to the witness seats, where he sat 
for a few minutes beside General 
Bilot. chatting with that officer. He 
left, the court later. 


The testimony of two more wit- 


nesses concluded the day's proceed- 
ngs. 


The court adjourned for the day at 


noon.
